8,10, which are renumbered as claims 1-8 respectively. 

3. The closest reference(s) prior art(s) of record (see the parent case U.S. 
Application Sr. # 09852850 filed 5/1 1/01 , now allowed) Aebi et al (CH432808), Nair et al 
(Chemical Abstract DN 77:"164414), and Simmonds et al (GB 1545767) teach utility 
and making of compounds with isoquinoline core wherein the 3-position is occupied by 
amino and 4-position is occupied by -CH3 groups. 

4. The references either alone or in combination do not indicate or suggest to 
arriving at the instant compounds wherein the instant 3-position of modified basic core 
of isoquinoline (or pyridino-pyridine) is occupied by a bridge -(CH2) n-Aryl/Aralkoxy/4- 
phenylpiperidin-1-yl, 1 -position R2 is piperazine, and the 4-position R3 is Hydrogen.
